The city council proposes to ask the 
Dominion Government for as much 2 per 
cent money as it is entitled to borrow 
under the Act to assist municipalities in 
making self-liquidating improvements. 
The amount is calculated at $237,000. In 
addition it is planned to spend $118,000 of 
sinking fund money, released under the 
Fortin debt-extending arrangement, to 
make general improvements. This will 
give a total of $355,000 available for the 
Season’s construction program. 

It is unfortunate the program has been 
so long delayed. Two months of weather 
suitable for such work have been lost. This 
delay was perhaps unavoidable so far as 
the Dominion loan money involved, 
since the Act was only passed last month. 
But the general improvement schedule 
could surely have been made up long ago 
and the work started when spring opened. 

Had that been done, there would have 
been a considerable amount of work made 
available to unemployed men throughout 
the entire season. Now, with half the sea- 
son gone, the whole expenditure will be 
made, and the whole of the unemploy- 
ment provided, in the remaining months. 

The best council can now do is to see 
that no more time is lost in getting the 
projects under way. To the man who has 
been idle all , time is important. 
The sooner he can begin earning wages, 
the sooner will he cease going behind fi- 
nancially, and be able to restore his family

Outside help from other 
quarters is being given on a scale that 
makes completion of the road altogether 
likely during the present summer. Could 
Edmonton afford to give an impression 
that it was hostile or even indifferent to 
the undertaking? 


The third justification for Edmonton 
help is that the highway will do this city 
more good than harm. There are 85,000 
people now in the Peace River area, carry- 
ing on farming operations in circum- 
stances which severely restrict their buy- 
ing power. If their number can be _ in- 
creased and their buying power enlarged 
by giving them better access to outside 
markets, the area will be a richer field in 
which to seek trade for Edmonton busi- 
ness-houses than it now is. 

Economic development in the north 
country never hurt Edmonton, but always 
helped the city. There lie the sources of 
its future growth and prosperity. The 
new highway—and any other project that 
will make farming more profitable 
throughout the Peace River area—must 
open larger opportunities for trade to Ed- 
monton’s business institutions.
